THE KIND OF SOIL. . 

The kind of soll upon which Mr. Miller has 
made his experinients is a rich light sandy 
| loam, with a southern

vengance upon the defenders of the latter, 
still the calamity would be infinitely less 
to the world than the surrender of the 
principles onwhich alone freedom can exist. 
Nor will it alter the facts to assume that 
these fundamental principles do not lie 
against the amendment of the Federal Con- 
stitution. They do lie against amending it 
im any one of the particulars named, as 
much as against the adoption of a law in 
contravention of the Constitution as it now 
stands. Are we to be told that while 
Rep-dlicans “deny the authority of Con- 
gress, of a Territorial Législature, or of in 
dividuals, to give existence to slavery in 
any Territory of the United States,” it is 
not a violation of their principles to fayor 
the altering of the Constitution so as to 
confer that authority? It would have been 
better, much more honest and manly, for 
any professed Republican who, in the pre- 
sent crisis, consents such an alteration of 
the Constitution, tc have taken refuge be- 
hind the Dred Scott decision and given his 
suppor? to Breckinridge and Lane. 

True Republicanism can make no com- 
promise that gives one single foot of free 
territory toslavery. Beyond the guaran- 
tees which are given to that institution in 
the Constitution, it has no terms to ofier, 
for its principles are radically and fanda- 
mentally opposed to slavery everywhere 
else and under all other conditions, The 
‘moment a professed Republican proposes” 
to surrender this position, that moment 
he ceases to Be a Republican, and be- 
comes something else—so 
Republicanism was organized to fight. 
Nor can true Republicanism concede the 
point that “the Slavery question has 
“ceased to be a practical question.”

The fact is there is no other 
question than the Slavery question now 
That has absorbed or 
overridden alf others. Andare we to be told, 
with philosophic indifference, when such is 
the fact, that Slavery is no longer a practi- 
cal question ? Slavery not a practical ques- 
tion, when on its account halfa-dozen 
States have “ordained” themselves out of 
the Union—not practical, when it is made 
the basis for treason, for open hostility to 
the government, for seizing the forts, arse- 
nals, munitions of war, custom houses, 
sub-treasuries and mints of the United 
States! Verily, if this does not make ita 
practical question, when was it such, or 
when may we expect it to be such? 

Slavery cannot be other than a practical 
question until those who control i shal! 
have comménced the work of its peaceful 
eradication. Until it assumes 
that position, from the very nature of 
things it must be aggressive and prac- 
Nothing has satisfied ht, nor will 
anything satisfy it, but the control of the 
government. That is the only trouble 
now, Had Mr. Breckinridge been elected, 
slavery would haye been content. As. 
My; Lincoln was elected, nothing can paci- 
fy it save incorporating in the fundamental 
law the political creed of the Breckinridge 
party. Do that, and Mr. Lincoln, elected 
according to the forms of the Con- 
stitution, may take the office of President. 
and administer the government. Fail to 
do it, and the Government shall be over- 
thrown. For ourselves, we are free to say, 
that between electing Breckinridge and |

The New York Senator Elect. 

The telegraph informs as of the election of 
the Hon. Ira Harris, LL. D., of Albany, to the 
seat in the U. 8. Senate now filled by Wm. H: 
Seward. The name of Judge Harris is not as 
familiar to those outside of his State as are the 
names of many with not a tithe of his abil- 
ties. Hels known, however, to the profes- 
sion as a profound jurist, and to the people of 
New York as a gentleman of fine talents and 
of incorruptible integrity. He was a judge of 
the New York Supreme Court for twelve years, 
and his decisions, while upon the Bench, are 
distinguished equally for accurate learning and 
Believing fally that “ The 
reason of the Law is the life of the Law,” 
Judge Harris’ mind is simply freefrom the 
narrow prejudices which often take hold of 

students in his profession. 
Republican candidate for re-clec 
tion to the bench In the 3d (Albany) Judicial 
District in November, 1850; but several of 
his decisions had given deep offence to the 
“ Anti-Renters ;” and they rewarded his cour- 
age and integrity by electing his Democratic 
competitor, Rufus W. Peckham. 

The majority which he received in Albany, 
however, (a Democratic city) was a grateful 
tribute to the estimation in which he 
by those who know him best.

Judge Harris is distinguished as a consistent 
and enlightened advocate of Law Reform ; and 
when a member of the New York Constitu™ 
tional Convention, he had the honor to intro- 
duce an amendment abolishing that last rem- 
nant of judicial bigotry which renders certain 
witnesses incompetent on account of their 
opinions. He was an early champion of the 
New York “Code of Procedure ;” and to his 
efforts that code owes much of its present 
efficiency. Webave heard it stated that he 
was preparing a work upon “ Evidence ,” 
which is indeed his favorite topic of the Law. 
A work upon this subject, from his pen, Would 
‘be of great and permaneiit value, and would 
be warmly welcomed. 

For several years past Judge Harris, togeth- 
er with Judge Amasa J.Parker, has lectured in 
the* Albany LawSchool”—an institution which, 
under his fostering care, has grown rapidly in 
public favor, and which will find it difficult if 
not impossible to fill his place.
